ods of treatment of drugs, such as 
streptomycin. 


But researchers for two phar- 


maceutical companies — both of 
which developed the new drug at 
about the same time—emphasized 
that more time 
and testa are 


needed to determine if the drug's 
iffcctivcness continues, whether 
the TB germ develops resistance 
to the drug, whether it produces 
a n y complicating 
effects, and 


other factors. 


So far, they said, the signs are 


the most promising 
yet of a 


weapon that might

quer the dread scourge of TB, the 
worst infectious killer of man- 
kind.

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Washington Set High Mark; 
We Should Strive to Kcach It 


In George Washington one feels pre-eminently a sense 


of dedication—to his country and to freedom. He was, in 
short, a statesman. Perhaps it was easier to be a statesman 
in his time than now. For all the problems that .beset an 
infant nation, neither Washington nor any of the other 
founding fathers knew the sort of complexities and varied 
pressures which ply upon the public of today- 


Possibly Washington and his towering associates in gov- 


ernment would have been as troubled and confused by the 
events of this age as are our present leaders. Maybe un- 
suspected frailties would have been exposed, and their stature 
in history lessened. But the verdict of the ablest and most 
understanding histories is otherwise. 
With virtually no ex- 


ception, they feel that Washington and Jefferson, Hamilton, 
Madison and John Adams were men whose greatness would 
have been apparent at any stage. They are awed at the for- 
tunate circumstance which placed them together on the 
American scene at so critical a moment in the nation's life.

They—and we—can only feel regret that men of such 


measure are not more numerous among today's public fig- 
ures. Rare is the dedication which led a man like the late 
Sneator Vandenberg, a few months before his death, to write 
a friend in Washington: 
"How J would love to get back

of the next election."

Nowadays the feeling seems to be that there is no escape 


from what are termed the political realties, which usually 
comprise all those things that can damage thQ candidacy of 
any politician facing the polls. 


A man who has espoused a particular cause on principle 


for several years may suddenly do an about-face when he 
learns this attitude imperils his re-election. He convinces 
himself he is more important to his country in congress than, 
out, no matter what has happened to his principles. 


There is a too easy yielding to the nation that the practi- 


cal political approach determines all, that whole-hearted 
service to ideals of public conduct spells political death. When 
that kind of thinking is widespread you get government of a 
caliber that reflects submission to expediency. That is the 
type of government vye have today. On any chart depicting 
range of quality in this field, what we have in this time would 
be at the opposite end of the scale from the government 
Washington and his brilliant colleagues provided. 


Washington set a high standard at the start. No one 


conceives that we should match that continuously. But it 
would be heartening if there were more evidence now of a 
determination to try.

East discarded the deuce 
of hearts, and Stayman then shift- 
ed to the deuce of spades. 


Declarer won his first trick with 


dummy's ace of spades and re- 
turned the ten of diamonds. Schen- 
ken covered with the king of dia- 
monds, and declarer won his sec- 
ond trick with the ace of dia- 
monds. 


South next led a heart to dum- 


my's ace, thus winning his third 
trick. He returned the nine of dia- 
monds from dummy, Echcnkcn 
covered with the jack, and South 
won his fourth tnck with the 
queen of diamonds. 


At this moment Scncnken quiet- 


ly showed the rest of his cards to 
South and mildly observed: "I 
think'the rest are mine."

Low Paying German Commissioner Job

FRANKFURT ON MAIN, Germany—I closed one of my stories 


from Germany recently with the remark that the whole American 
civilian show over here, meaning: the administration of John J. Mc- 
Cloy as Hicogalorum of the HICOG administration, and Uie cultural 
administration of Shepard Stone, on leave from the Sunday depart- 
ment of the New York Times, deserved the candid suspicion of the 
American press" and public. I would change that to skepticism. I 
do not mean to suggest that any of these people 
have been stealing or helping others to steal wealth 
from the German nation and thus increasing the 
burden on the American taxpayers who certainly 
should get first crack at any German wealth that 
can be spared. But I know my new dealers and 
fair dealers and I want to know who has been up 
to what. 


These bureaucrats have been operating in t 
comparative obscurity, amounting in effect, to 
secrecy and, without meaning to criticize my col- 
leagues of the newspaper business, I have to say s^>m_m 
nevertheless that they have been giving us a kind ivejtbrook 
of copy which is known in the trade as "agency" stuff. This means 
spot news as it occurs-in incidents and evolves in situations day by 
day. This situation calls for the services of some fine, cold-eyed, in- 
quisitive reporters who must speak German and have plenty of time 
to get acquainted with the people and the background of this-weird 
venture into imperial administration by the government of the United 
States. 


Mr. McCloy, the Hicogalorum of the HICOG, is a Philadelphia 


lawyer. 
His friends say he, is a selfless servant of the American 


people who has given of his time and genius at great sacrifice of 
professional income out of pure devotion to his ideals. 
Uh-huh. I 


read that about Harold Ickes, too, and a more contemptible hypo- 
crite and grafter cannot be named in the Roosevelt administration, 
outside the White House, itself. 


Now do you think I am accusing McCloy of anything like that? 


Well. I am not. But when anyone tells me that any Hicogalorum 
of the Roosevelt-Truman gang has put me in his debt by giving 
me priceless services at a nominal wage I want to know whether he 
has any ulterior reason for holding onto the job. The ulterior rea- 
son could be political. He could be thinking of the party's interest. 


One thing McCloy ought to explain is the service in his political 


administration of Benjamin Buttenwieser, a New York lawyer, 'who 
is a friend of Alger Hiss and gave Hiss and his wife shelter in his 
home in New York. Buttenwieser's wife, a niece of Senator Lehman, 
of New York, is a lawyer, herself, and served as one of Alger's law- 
yers. An American laxvyer practicing in Europe recently told me 
that she also gave Hiss a job as an office lawyer to tide him over. 
That would be all perfectly legal conduct- as I understand, but I say 
Buttenwie&er should have chosen between his friend Hiss and his 
job in an outpost of our government in a disordered land where we 
are supposed to be fighting Communists. 


I think a man in that position should be highly allergic to Com- 


munists and you may remember that the implications of the jury's 
verdict convicting Hiss of perjury were that he had been a regular 
Communist spy in our state department. I don't like Communists 
and I do not repose confidence in people in high official positions who 
repose confidence in such a man as Hiss. 


If you go back into McCloy's record you get reminded that he 


was an assistant secretary of war when the Reds were much more 
cordially received In the army than Red-baiters were. There is a 
substantial record of the department's partiality to Reds in those 
days, and the navy's too, and while I am on the subject let me tell 
you that whatever his character and patriotism may have been, the 
late Bob Patterson," was another who saw no reason not to trust 
Communists, give them commissions, promote them and let them in 
on confidential information. Yes, I mean the Bob Patterson who was 
killed in the Convair crash a few days ago. It is there in the files 
for anyone to read who wants to take the trouble to be informed. 
I am neither sorry nor exultant to write this about Patterson. If 
tho facts are offensive remember that he was a lawyer and a highly 
intelligent man who established the facts by his considered conduct. 


Europe has been crawling with American lawyers since V-E day. 


I have seen enough -In Washington where they operate under the 
eyes of congress and a thousand reporters, including eight or nine 
good ones, and where we' all read and speak the language of the 
country, to know what mischief lawyers get into if you don't watch 
them. 


The scandals of the alien property custodian's office after the 


first war were big in their day but this time the whole layout 
went up for grabs. I say that when you and I have had to pay in- 
come taxes to support the German nation, through reconstruction 
and to provide the carpetbaggers with free furnished apartments and, 
until recently, as many as eight servants, any loot that we recover 
from the Germans ought to be credited to you and me on our taxes.

Glandular Fever, Usually 
Mild, Caused by a Virus 


It is by no means certain that in- 


fectious mononucleosis or glandu- 
lar fever Is a new disease, but cer- 
tainly one hears more about it than 
20 or 30 years ago. Also there are 
some disturbing signs that occa- 
sionally, at least, the disease may 
bring more serious complications 
than was formerly considered like- 
ly-The fear of sterility as expressed 
by one correspondent, however, is 
quite remote. 


This disease is almost certainly 


an infection, probably caused by a 
virus. Slight loss of appetite and 
vague pains are common early 
symptoms. Low fever is the gener- 
al rule. In some people there is 
nausea, vomiting, and a little pain 
in the abdomen. 


In mild cases there may be 


headaches and lack of pep. En- 
largement of the lymph glands in 
the neck, in the arm pits, groin 
and elsewhere is common. 


The blood shows changes which 


are important in making the diag- 
nosis. The number of white cells 
in the blood, sometimes called the 
leucocyte count, is increased. 


When the blood is smeared on a 


glass slide, stained, and examined 
under the microscope, it will show I 


a peculiar type of cell which was 
formerly called a monocyte which 
has given the name now applied to 
the disease. 
DIAGNOSIS IS DIFFICULT 


Except for these cells and * 


complicated special test of the 
blood called the hetcrophile ant* 
body test, the symptoms of infec- 
tious mononucleosis are like those 
of many other infections. For this 
reason the diagnosis is often long 
delayed and sometimes not made 
at all. 


Infectious mononucleosis is par- 


ticularly common In young people. 
It is difficult to tell how long the 
condition will last because the be- 
ginning is often so vague. Usually, 
however, the fever lasts less tha.v. 
two weeks, though in a. few it may 
persist for a long time. 


There is as yet no satisfactory 


treatment for infectious mononu- 
cleosis although some encouraging 
results have been reported with 
antibiotics. But the disease 
is 


usually mild and recovery takes 
place without treatment in a short 
time. 


The disturbing feature is the 


apparent increase In the number r* 
those who develop complications.

Arms Aid for French Program 


LISBON, Portugal, (AP)—The 


United States agreed in principle 
to give France an additional 570 
million dollars in aid to help ful- 
fill her rearmament program. In 
French money this is 200 billion 
francs. 


The figure is not final but is 


the one tentatively agreed upon, 
said an authoritative American 
source. 


He disclosed the decision just 


before the full North Atlantic 
T r e a t y Organization (NATO) 
council met to give its blessing to 
the European army plan to bring 
12 German divisions into a uni- 
fied force. 


France, in turn, will raise an 


additional sum estimated at 100 
billion francs to close the gap 
between what her rearmament 
plans will cost and what her in- 
flation-stricken economy can af- 
ford. 


Not Direct Aid 


A spokesman said most of the 


new U.S. assistance will be in the 
form of procurement contracts 
outside the United States, arms, 
contributions to the infrastructure 
(supporting network of air bases 
and communications) and similar 
measures. 


It will not be in the form of 


direct dollar aid because that 
would require special congression- 
al authorization. 


French Premier Edgar Faure 


put in the request for additional 
aid in a conference with U.S. Sec- 
retary of the Treasury John 'W. 
Snyder yesterday. 


Split Costs 


Meanwhile, finance and defense 


ministers made "substantial pro- 
gress" in splitting up among the 
Allies the estimated 450 million 
dollars cost of building the in- 
frastructure—air bases, communi- 
cation lines, depots and headquar- 
ters—across Western Europe. 


The United States is expected 


to end up with between 30 and 40 
per cent of the check. 


The formality of approving the 


proposed European army—an esti- 
mated 2,000,000-man force of Ger- 
mans, French, Dutch, Belgians, 
Italians and Luxembourgers — 
would come about 5 p.m. (11 a.m. 
CST), council sources said. 


Eases Path 


They also believe NATO en- 


dorsement will greatly ease the 
path for congressional approval 
of the $7,900,000,000 President 
Truman is asking for foreign 
military aid. 


American leaders here had been 


fearful that without quick en- 
dorsement of the European army, 
congress might slash appropria- 
tions and stall plans for an Allied 
defense system big enough to ward 
off any Communist assault. 


Plans call for creation of a 


European army of 43 divisions— 
14 French, 12 each from Germany 
and Italy, and five from the three 
Benelux nations. 


Reinforcing the European army 


would be troops of the United 
States, Britain, Canada, Norway, 
Denmark, Greece and Turkey, out- 
side the EDO but under Elsen- 
hower's supreme headquarters.

Red Battalion 
Beaten Off in 
33-Hour Battle 
American Carrier 
Planes Join in 
Repulsing Enemy 


SEOUL. KOREA—(AP)—South 


Korean marines beat off a Com- 
munist amphibious invasion of an 
Allied-held island off the north- 
cast coast of Korea in a 33 hour 
battle, the Allies announced to- 
day. 


The Korean 
army 
said its 


marines sank 13 of the 20 invasion 
boats. Seventy invaders were re- 
ported killed and six captured. 
Prisoners included the commander 
of the amphibious attack. 


Nine South 
Korean 
marines 


were killed and six wounded, the 
navy said. 


Battalion Attacks 


The assault was made by a Red 


It was not indicated 
whether 


battalion—about 800 or 1,000 men. 
they were Chinese or North Ko- 
reans. 


The battle began about 1 a.m. 


Monday and lasted until 10 a.m. 
Thursday when the last of the at- 
tackers fled back to the Red main- 
land in their remaining boats. 


The assault was directed against 


Yang island, about 16 air miles 
from the Communist east coast 
port of Songjin. 


Yang1 is believed to be the north- 


ernmost island held by the Allies. 
It lies midway between the 40th 
and 41st parallel and serves as a 
lookout post off the Red coast. 
The island presumably is one that 
the Allies would give back to the 
Communists if an armistice is 
signed. 


Capture Equipment 


Capt. Choi Chung Song, com- 


mander of the ROK garrison on 
Yang, said captured equipment in- 
cluded three rocket guns, a wire- 
less set, 75 Russian-made sub- 
machine guns, light machine guns 
and rifles. 


Planes from the U.S. Carrier 


Essex swept into the Songjin area 
Thursday smashing every Red 
boat in sight. The navy said 
American airmen sank one Red 
supply boat and 25 sampans. An- 
other 25 sampans were damaged. 


On the opposite coast' the heavy 


cruiser Rochester plowed through 
ice strewn waters of the Yellow 
Sea and bombarded a communica- 
tions center between Pyongyang, 
the Red Korean capital, and its 
port city, Chinnamp'o. Her eight 
inch guns blew up 12 buildings and 
set off two explosions in Red sup- 
ply dumps. 


The battleship Wisconsin turned 


her 16-inch guns on the eastern 
end of the snow-swept 155 mile 
battleline.

record today that he does not sup- 
port Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
"for political office." 


And, he said in a statement is- 


sued in New York last night, he 
has no "personal hatred of Presi- 
dent Truman." 
jt!I have no personal feelings 
whatsoever with reference to him," 
he said. 


The statement followed publica- 


tion by Newsweek Magazine of 
an article that said MacArthur fa- 
vored Ohio Senator Robert A. Taft 
for the GOP presidential nomina- 
tion but would support Harold E. 
Stassen or Eisenhower if either 
beats Taft. 


MacArthur said he has a warm 


j^rsonal feeling for Eisenhower, 
Mt: 


Beliefs Not Known 


"I do not support his candidacy 


for political office as I have no 
slightest knowledge of his politi- 
cal beliefs or his views on many 
grave issues which now confront 
our nation." 


The New York Daily News said 


it learned on "unimpeachable au- 
thority" that Eisenhower backers 
J-||d mapped out a new strategy 
to get their man home from Eu- 
rope well before the July GOP con- 
vention: Get the senate foreign re- 
lations committee to invite him to 
Washington next month to tesify 
before congress. 


The paper said its information 


was that Senator Lodge (R-Mass), 
the general's campaign manager, 
would seek the invitation and pre- 
dicted "Democrats will not oppose 
<£' 


Calls It False 


This touched off another denial. 


Lodge said in Beverly, Mass., that 
he planned to make no such mo- 
tion, and "any report to the con- 
trary is complete fabrication." 


In Washington, Senator Hend- 


rickson (R-NJ) said he believes 
Taft is gaining and Eisenhower is 
"slipping" in the presidential race. 
He said Eisenhower's continued 
Jijence is hurting the general's 
chances. 


Taft himself was far from si- 


lent last night. Appearing on a 
New York television program with 
Tex McCray, an Eisenhower back- 
er, the Ohio senator engaged in a 
hot, arm-waving 
dispute 
that 


touched off an audience reaction 
which almost stopped the show. 


Calls It Lie 


McCrary, columnist and radio- 
^/ commentator, said Taft hadn't 
told the truth when he said in his 
book "A Foreign Policy for Amer- 
icans" that President Truman did 
not confer with congress on the 
Korean war until weeks after It 
was started. 


McCrary said Truman 
talked 


with nine Democratic and five Re- 
publican congressmen 61 hours aft- 
er the outbreak of hostilities. 


Taft snapped that his own state- 


"sjent was right because "14 sena- 
'ftrs are not the senate of the 
United States. 


The audience broke in with boos 


and cheers. 


Demands Retraction 


-Taft added that McCrary had 
called him a liar, and demanded 
that he withdraw the statement. 


The audience became so noisy 


at this point a request had to be 
made for quiet, 
~ Stassen, addressing the New 
Tork Republican club in New York 
City, ripped into government cor- 
ruption, asked congress to look 
into the source of Atty. General 
McGrath's "accumulated wealth," 
and said he felt Taft had the "poor- 
est chance" of all Republicans to 
win the nomination. 


Asked about Stasscn's reference 


to unconfirmed rumors that Mc- 
Grath had become a millionaire 


in public office, the attorney 


general said he "has no desire and 
there is no necessity to comment 
beyond thanking candidate Stas- 
sen for the compliment."

non-union stronghold in south- 
eastern Kentucky's rich coal field, 
made no effort to operate today. 
Other Leslie county mines, unaf- 
fected by the strike, operated as 
usual. 


Jail Organize! 


One UMW organizer, Bill Per- 


kins,'was jailed on a charge of 
impeding traffic, but no violence 
was reported. One mine superin- 
tendent suffered a broken jaw in 
an altercation shortly af*er the 
strike began yesterday. 


The UMW is seeking bargain- 


ing rights for the 60 men em- 
ployed at each of the two mines, 
claiming a majority of them are 
members. The operators contend 
their men want to work. 


Tom Raney, UMW International 


board member, asserted, "It looks 
like we've got them (the mine 
operators) over a barrel." 


Clap Bishop, operator of one of 


the struck mines, declared, "A 
mob force came in to rule the 
county." 


Pickets Invade 


Four hundred pickets invaded 


the mountain-ringed area yester- 
day, choking off production of 
the two pits, which emploj about 
60 men each. 


Mines in only the two counties 


of all the area have resisted suc- 
cessfully the UMW's organizing 
efforts. In 10 months of trying, the 
union hasn't signed a contract 
with any of the counties' 125 to 
130 mines, most of them small op- 
erations employing a total of about 
3,000 men. The UMW claims about 
800 men in the two counties. 


Raney reiterated that he wanted 


no violence, but he added: "If they 
start trouble, I'll take 10,000 coal 
miners and go in there."

costs and higher taxes smash hard 
at the profit line of American 
business. But the advancing earn- 
ings of some industries offset in 
part the sharp setbacks of others, 
and keep the retreat orderly for 
business as a whole. 


The records of 326 companies— 


a sampling of the first leading 
manufacturing, retailing, 
trans- 


portation and service corporations 
to issue 1951 annual reports—show 
their combined net profits fell 8.8 
per cent below the total for 1950. 
Together they reported $4.027,190,- 
027 for 1951, after taxes, a drop 
of §393,324,319 from the $4,420,- 
514.346 these same 326 reported in 
1950. 


Earnings Fade 


The retreat of earnings was 


gaining speed as 1951 ended. And 
their reports for the first three 
months of 1952—to be issued a 
couple of months from now—are 
expected to be particularly sorry 
looking when compared with the 
first' quarter of 1951, when many 
of them set earnings records. The

Sales Make Records 


A sizable portion of the 326 


pushed sales to record peaks, off- 
set rising costs enough to report 
record gross earnings for the year. 
Then the tax collector turned the 
crank of income and excess profit 
levies, and the companies slipped 
back, with net income lower than 
the year before. 


Leaving out of the 130 railroads 


in the list, of the 196 corporations 


sampled 125 had declining profits 
and 71 improved their net income. 
As a whole, earnings of the 196 
were down 8.3 per cent. 


Oils, rubbers, airlines pushed 


ahead. Individual companies in 14 
other industries also scored ad- 
vances, defying costs and taxes. 
Utilities and metals as a whole 
helped bolster the profit line and 
kept the decline figures moderate 
for the economy as a whole. 


Textiles Hard Hit 


Textiles weer the hardest hit 


percentagewise. The eight compa- 
nies reported so far made as a 
whole less than half as much in 
1951 as in 1950. But a leader in the 
field showed a profit gain, thanks 
to military orders. 


The first of the big auto compa- 


nies to report shows earnings off 
by more than 40 per cent. And 
profits dwindled around one-fifth 
for chemicals, home appliances.
